1 . Applicant's arguments filed January 1 5, 2008, have been fully considered. 

2. Claims 1-5, 8-14, 17-21, 24-31, 33-37, 40-46, and 49-78 are pending and have 
been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- claims 1-5, 8-14, 17-21, 24-31, 33-37, 40-46, and 49-78 are allowed; 

- regarding independent claims 1,8,12,17, 24, 33, 40, and 44 the prior art of 
record neither alone nor in combination teach " determining, by referring to the 
map and without the intervention of the user, that the type of security 
credential for the remote user that is required to access the first secure 
resource comprises a first of the security credentials corresponding to a first 
path/domain for a first of the resource servers for which the map indicates a 
true flag, and wherein the determining includes matching the first path/domain 
with a stored path/domain corresponding to said first of the resource servers " 
in combination with the other limitations recited in independent claims 1, 8, 
12,17, 24,33, 40, and 44; 

- claims 2-5 and 9-1 1 ; 49-55; 1 3-1 4 and 56-58; 18-21, 25-31 , and 59-61 ; 62-68; 
34-37 and 41-43; 69-75; and 45-46 and 76-78 are allowed because of their 
dependence from independent claims 1, 8, 12, 17, 24, 33, 40, and 44, 
respectively.
